In line with the reorganization of the Union, 
Batakasov has been reported as having given up his duties as head of the 
Jaffa-Tel Aviv branch of the Union, and has been replaced in that capacity by 
A. I, Gonesarow, Second Secretary of the Genera. Coumittes. 


4, Since his arrival in August 1947, the Yugoslav Vice Consul ir. Jerusalen, Smajo 
Mad jibegovitch, is said to have shown mich interest in the activities of the 
Pan-Slav Union, Balabasov, Medyncew and Gonezarow have paid ‘vim formal calls, 
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and Hadjibegovitch is reported to have received them courteously, 
Stressing the fact that he, too, is a Slav of Moslem religion. 

He appears to have offered his services <5 an intermediary in 
their relations with the Central Committes of the Slav Union, 
“hich has its headquarters in Helgrade. Balebasov purportedly 
indicated that though the Soviet Section of the Union is directly 
under Moscow's jurisdiction, inasmich as there is no Soviet 
diplomatic representation in Palestine, he and his ec LLeagues 
would be happy to avail themselves of the help of the Yugoslav 
Consulate in Jerusalem,. ; 
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
